Some of the floors of the Mills and Mer- 
chants’. Exchange buildings are burned out 
but the walls are in good condition and the 
frame work remains solid and true. About 
half the floors are burned out of the Hay- 
wards building, but the rest are all right. 
All these are modern sturctures of steel. 

The floors of the Shreve building are gone, 
but none cof them fell in and it can be re- 
stored. Shreve’s ts a big jewelry firm, They 
lost their bric-a-brac and their silver plate 
in showcases, but the vaults are all right 
and the jewels and gold which were locked 
up must be safe. A military guard sur- 
rounds this place. 


Condition of the Banks. 

There is a guard also over the vaults in all 
the bank buildings: The bank vaults and 
safe deposit vaulte in the Crocker-Wooi- 
worth bank were not even warmed through. 
Business could be resumed in the ante-room 
of the safe deposit vaults. The Crocker 
pbuilding, which houses this bank, has all its 
floors in place and the walls are in fairly 
good condition. This, too, can be restored 


+ without rebuilding. The same is true of the 


Hobart building, except that part of the top 
floor was damaged by the earthquake. 

In the basement of this building are the 
vaults of the Union Trust company, which 
are allright. Asé@igtant Cashier Rosenbaum 
made an inspection yesterday and reported 
specie and securities are saved. Mr. Coombs, 
the chief engineer, has been through the 
building and reports that it would be safe 
to open it tomorrow.

This area, covering an extent of 
fully seven square miles, Included the finan- 
cial, commercial, and most of the densely 
populated portion of the residence district, 
with all the splendid institutions and great 
mansions that had grow up with the prog- 
ress of the city. 

The start of the tour was made from the 
Pacifie Mail dock, at the corner of First and 
Brannan streets. Traveling along the north 
line of Brannan, the fire ate its way to Sec- 
ond, where it crossed the street and con- 
sumed the warehouse of the great wine firm 
of Lachman & Jacobi, at the southeast cor- 
ner of Brannan. and Second. Thence’ it 
moved along the west side of Second to 
Townsend, and along the north line of 
Townsend to Seventh. On this particular 
front it licked up the great building of the 
Southern Pacific, at the corner of Fourth 
and Townsend streets. This building was 
formerly the main offices of the system un- 
der the Huntington régime, but of late years 
had been used by the auditors of the freight 
and passenger departments. Of its contents 
only the records were saved. 

The Southern Pacific freight and passenger 
depots along the southerly side of Townsend 
street as far east as Third, though built in 
the most fragile manner and of the most 
perishable materials, were not so much as 
scorched. 


Ruins of St. Rose Church. 

At the corner of Fourth and Townsend 
streets were the ruins of the great brick 
Catholic church of St. Rose, one block dis- 
tant on Brannan, near Fourth, which some 
eight years ago suffered a visitation of fire, 
and only lately had risen on its ruine. 

From Townsend, at the corner of Seventh,

EVERY MAN HAS TO WORK 
WHEN THE SOLDIER ORDERS. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 22.—The sol- 
diers and the police are forcing every 
available man in the downtown district 
of the city to work, no matter where they 
are found or under what conditions. One 
party of four men that came downtown 
in an automobile yesterday was stopped 
on Market street by the soldiers. The 
well dressed men were ordered out of the 
machine and compelled to assist in clear- 
ing the débris from Market street so that 
provisions may be hauled up through the 
center of the city. Then the automobile 
was loaded with provisions and sent out 
to relleve the hungry people in the parks. 

Men coming from the unburned district 
in the western addition with the intention 
of crossing the bay to go to Oakland and 
Berkeley were stopped in the downtown 
section and put to work. 

One case which attracted attention was 
that of a“ young man who was pressed 
into service by the soldiers. He came 
clad in a fashionable summer suit, straw 
hat, and kid gloves. The minute the 
guards caught sight of him he was 
grabbed and ordered to help clear the 
bricks and other débris off the car tracks. 
At first he hesitated, but the sharp point 
of a bayonet convinced him that there 
was no escape; for the next five hours 
he was doing a laborer’s work in spite of 
his handsome attire. Asa result of this 
system the streets are being rapidly 
cleaned.

Where Quake Was Severe. 

In this immediate district it was noted that 
the block bounded by © Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth and Howard and Shotwell, 
though spared by the flames, had been terri- 
bly shaken by the quake. In some instances 
the houses were a mass of rains, it being 
thought that of all the buildings in that 
square the only two that might be saved 
from the wrecker were those of Lawyer W. 
C. Graves at 2189 Howard. Even the frame 
Catholic church of St. Charles at Shotweil 
and Eighteenth appeared to be unsafe, The 
streets in this vicinity were sunk from six to 
eight feet in places and the earth opened 
in great gaps, while the ralis of the car sys- 
tem were twisted and broken, 

In its progress the conflagration consumed 
all the-dwellings along the west line of Capp 
to a point half way between Nineteenth and 
Twentieth, leaving intact the row of resi- 
dences fronting on the northerly Une of 
Twentieth, between Capp and the Mission; 
thence it burned along the north line ot 
Twentieth to Folores, at which point it was 
staid by the great openings which were for- 
merly the Jewish cemeteries of this city, but 
which within a few years have been pur- 
chased by the municipality and were in 
process of being converted into a pleasure 
ground. Here are encamped some of the 
many thousands who are homeless. 

Be fore leaving this district it may be men- 
tioned that an independent fire was started 
Wednesday morning immédiately after the 
trembler in the-dry goods store of Lipman, at 
the corner of Twenty-second and Mission.

FINDS GOOD SAMARITAN

Oakland, Cal, April 22.—Today G. E. 
Hale, a wealthy orchardist of Pasadena, 
arrived in search of his mother, who had 
been staying at the Hamiiton hotel in San 
Francisco. Failing to find her in Oak- 
land he gathered a supply of food and 
water and left for San Francisco to con- 
tinue: his search. He trudged seven 
miles through the ruins and was making 
his way out Market street toward Twin 
Peaks, one of the refuge centers, when 
he saw coming toward him a woman and 
a man, both carrying heavy bundles. He 
recOgnized in the woman his mother. 
The man was a total stranger, who had 
camped with his family on the peaks, and 
taking pity on the distress of Mrs. Hale 
had left his own loved ones with friends 
and had started to assist Mrs. Hale to the 
fer.y, hoping at that point to get focd 
to take back with him to the hills. Hale 
exchanged his bag of food for his mother 
and both reached Oakland in safety to- 
night. The incident is typical of the 
acts of humanity that are being per- 
formed on all sides.

Portland Proposes a Plan. 

The mayor and Mr. Lawrence aleo consid- 
ered a plan to get supplies into Ban Francisco 
promptly by wiring funds to Portland, Ore., 
for the purchase of provisions there. This was 
suggested in a telegram from Mayor Lane@f 
Portland to Mayor Dunne, which read as 
follows: 

The citizens of Portland, through the Portland 
relief committee organized under the auspices of 
the mayor and the commercial organizations of 
the city, will ald sufferers in San Francisco and 
other California cities to the amount of $250,000. 
Distribution is being made through Gen. Fred- 
erick Funston at San Francisco with the co- 
operation of Mayor Schmits. Trainloads of pro- 
visions and supplies are being sent according to 
their recommendations from day to day. 

General stores can be furnished from here as 
required, with salmon, flour, lumber, and tools 
for the construction of temporary shelter in un- 
imited quantities. Free transportation is being 
furnished by the Southern Pacific railroad com- 
pany and the Wells-Fargo Express company.

Mayor Tells Secretary Taft Story of 
Friction Is “Malicious and De- 
cidedly Untruthful.“ 


Washington, D. C., April 22.—Secretary 
Taft's attention having been directed to re- 
ports that friction existed at San Francisco 
between Gen. Funston and Mayor Schmitz, 
he sent a message to Gen. Funston asking 
for the facts in the case. Gen. Funston’s re- 
ply was received at the war department to- 


day and read as follows: 
“Report of disagreement between Mayor

excited imagination of some overworked 

newspaper correspondent. Mayor Schmitz 
and myself have been working together in 
the unity of doing great work, and we are 
helping to the extent of our ability and ap- 
parently to the satisfaction of every friend 
of the community and all unfortunate people 
of the city.”

The first one, which was dated yester- 
day, read as follows: 

“Report of conflict between Gen. Funston 
and myself absolutely without foundation.

FOOD COMES EVEN FROM CHINA, 


Steamer Arrives from the Orient with 
Cargo of Rice and Tea, Which Is 
Commandeered at Once. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 22.-The Pacific 
Mail steamer China, with a cargo including 
a large quantity of foodstuffs, arrived from 
the orient and was docked at Oakland in 
order that the supplies might be distributed 
there. The shipping of San Francisco is at 
a standstill, and such will be the state of af- 
fairs while the city is in the least endangered. 
The United States cruisers Chicago and 
Marblehead are stationed off Meiggs wharf, 
and prevent every vessel, whether foreign 
or domestic, from sailing out of the harbor. 
The vessels are being held here to be ready 
for any emergency that may arise. 

The federal authorities removed all the 
customs restrictions from the cargo of the 
steamer China, and as soon as possible the 
rice, tea, and other foodstuffs from the orient 
were taken off the vessel and sent to the ald 
of the stricken Chinese. Until next Monday 
the foreign vessels will be examined merely 
to pass upon the health of the vessel.

A telegram he sent to his 
parents telling them that he was safe 
reached them yesterday at 10 o'clock, after 
a delay of three days.

Worn by the exposure, hardships, and ter- 
rors of a two days’ effort to escape from the 
stricken city, Mrs. D. M. Johnson of Utica, 
N. T., and Miss Martha Stibbala of E:#e, Pa., 
passed through Denver today on their way 
home. 

The fret that we knew ofthe earthquake 
was when we were awakened in our room 
at the Randolph hotel Wednesday morning 
by a terrific shaking which broke loose frag- 
ments of the ceiling.“ said Mise Stibbals. 
There followed a tremendous shock which 
shook the building sideways and tossed it 
about with something like a spiral motion. 
When we reached the street n were run- 
ning hither and thither. 

“Fire wae breaking out in hundreds of 
places over the city and the streets were be- 
coming crowéed with hurrying refugees. 
Where they were unable to procure horses 
men and women hed harmessed. themselves to 
carriages and were drawing their belongings 
to places of safety. As we passed through 
the residence district where wealthy people 
Hved we saw automobiles drawn up and 
loa down before houses. Their owners 
remained until the flames came too near. 
and then, getting into the machines, made for 
the hills. 

“We saw one man pay $2,006 for an auto- 
mobile in which to take his family to a place 
of safety.” 


Climbs Over Corpses in Street. 


“I climbed over bodies, picked my way 
around flaming débris, and went over almost 
insurmountable ovstacies to get out of San 
Francisco,’ sald C. C. Kendall, a retired 
Omaha capitalist, upon his arrival here last 
night. 

“TI arrived in San Francisco the night 
previous to the earthquake. I wasawakened 
about 5:16 in the morning by being thrown 
out of my bed in the Palace Annex. Irushed 
to the window and looked out. The houses 
were reeling and tumbling like playthings. 
I hurried on clothing and ran into the street. 
Here I saw many dead and the débris was 
piled up along Market street. 

went to the office of the Palace hotel 
and there men, women, and children were 
rushing about, crazed and frantic in their 
night elothes. The first shock lasted only 
28 seconds, but it seemed to me two hours. 


Market ‘Street Sinks Four Feet. 

“A few minutes after I reached the Palace 
hotel office the second shock came. It was 
light, compared with the first, but it brought 
to the ground many of the buildings that the 
first shock had unsettled. 

Fires were breaking out in every direc- 
tion. Market street had sunk at least four 
feet. I started for the ferry. It is only a 
few blocks from the Palace Annex to the 
ferry, but it took me from 6 a. m. until 10:15 
a. m. to cover the space. 

Men and women fought about the en- 
trance of the ferry like a band of infuriated 
animals. 

“I made my escape—I do not remember 
how, for I was as desperate any of them. 
As the boat pulled over the bay the smoke 
and flame rose sky high and the roar of fall- 
ing buildings and the cries of the people rent 
the air.” 


Beds Rock Like Cradles. 

Colorado Springs, Colo., April 22.—J. Cc. om. 
a retired member of the firm of King, Hillman 
& Gill of Philadeipnia, arrived in this city 
today from San Francisco, where, with his 
party, he passed through the horrors of the 
earthquake and subsequent fire. 

Mrs. Gill and myself were in a room on 
the third floor of the hotel,“ salad Mr. Gill. 
We were awakened by the rocking of our 
beds. Then they seemed to be lifted from 
their legs, suspended in the air, and as sud-

“With hundreds of others we roamed in 
the park in front of the hotel several hours. 
When we saw the fire was hemming in the 
lower part of the oclty we walked toward 
the outskirts. Early next morning we de- 
cided to leave the city, and started to the 
ferry. Policemen would stop us, and it was 
with difficulty and much trepidation that 
we walked through the burned district, and 
arrived at the wharf at 5:15, just fifteen 
minutes before the boat left. 

“The scenes we passed through were 
sickening and indescribable.

900 BODIES INCINERATED. 


CORONER ORDERS CREMATION TO 


— Victims in Vicinity of Union 
Iren Works Supposed te Have Suc- 
cumbed from Ptomaine Poisoning 
—Nidmber eof Corpses Found in 
Other Parts of Ruined City Num- 
bered and Buried—They Are Ideas 
tiled in Some Cases. 

— ; 


San Francisco, Cal., April 22.~Two hun- 
Gred bodies found in the Potrefo district, 
south of Shannon street in the vicinity of 
the Union Iron works, were cremated at the 
Six Mile house yesterday by the order of 
Coroner Walsh. This information was ob- 
tained at the board ef health headquarters 
today. 

Some of the dead were the victims of fall- 
ing buildings from the earthquake shock, 
some were killed in the fire, but it is believed 
by the board of health that the majority. died 
from ptomaine poisoning. So many dead 
were found in this limited area that crema- 
tion was deemed absolutely necessary to pre- 
vent disease. The names of some of the dead 
were learned, but in the majority of cases 
identification was impossible owing to the 
mutilation of the features. 

Search for Bodies Goes On. 

A systematic search for bodies of the vie- 
tims of the earthquake and fire fs Being made 
by the coroner and the state board of health 
inspectors. The city has bees divided into 
sanitary districts, and squads of searchers 
have been sent out to every quarter. The 
ruins of the burned buildings in the business 
and the old residence section have sufficiently 
cooled to make the search possible. 

The body of an infant was found in the 
center of Union street, near Dupont, this 
morning. There was nothing by which it 
could be identified. It was learned, however, 
that a number of people had camped at this 
place, and it ia presumed that the child died 
and was left when tae party was forced te 
move. Three bodies were found in the ruins 
t a house on Harrison street, between First 
and Second. They had been burned beyond 
all possibility of identification. They were 
burted on the north beach at the foot of Van 
Ness avenue. 

Burned Envelope Only Clew. 
The body ot a man was found in the middie 
of Silver street, between Third and Fourth. 
A bit of burned envelope was found in the 
pocket of the vest bearing the name “A. 
Houston.” 
At noon today reports have been made by 
deputies sent out by the board of health of 
the finding of twenty-three bodies in various 
parts of the city. Few of them could be 
identified. The bodies were buried in various 
places and the graves numbered.

RECALLS Nan IN CHICAGO, 


PROMPT AID GIVEN TO THIS CITY 
WHEN IT LAY IN ASHES. 


Records Show That Approximately 
$7,200,000, in Addition to Train-~ 
loads of Clothing, Provisions, Hos- 
pital Supwiies, and Material As- 
sistance of Every Description, Pour- 
ea in from Other Municipaiities 
Which Are Helping San Francisco. 


The prompt and liberal contributions all 
over the country for the relief Of the people 
of San Francisco recall the generosity snown 
towards Chicago tolle wp the great. fire 
of 1871. 

Within three months after the fire the. rec- 
ords show that approximately $7,200,000 was 
poured into this city, besides trainloads of 
provisions, hospital supplies, clothing, and 
material assistance of every description. 
There were few cities and towns in the coun- 
try which did not have a share in these con- 
tributions, while many foreign countries d 
munitipalities added to the gifts. 

Many of the cities which have come forward 
to help San Francisco displayed their friend- 
ship for Chicago in 1871. Boston, which ie 


gave $400,000 to Chicago sufferers. Pittsburg | 


to repay the debt of gratitude, sent $290,000 
to help the destitute citizens here. 


Chicago Aided by San Francisco. 
It is an interesting fact that San Francisco 
itself in 1871 responded to Chicago's call for 


supplies subscribed by its people. 

In connection with the large gifts made by 
individuals, such as John D. Rockefeller, 
Clarence Mackay, and Andrew Carnegie, for 
the relief of San Francisco, the open handed- 
ness of a score of private citizens in the 
United States in helping ‘Chicago furnishes 
a striking comparison. 

Among the large contributors wae A. T. 
Stewart, the New York merchant, who gave 
$50,000 to the Chicago relief fund. Robert 
Bonner sent $10,000, and Uke amounts were 
contributed by many large business houses, 
including Fisk & Hall of New York and the 
firm of which August Belmont at that time 
was the head. President Grant sent his per- 
sonal check for $1,000. From the New York 
stock exchange $50,000 was received, and 
328 000 was donated by the New York corn 
exchange. 


Insurance Companies in Straits. 

The fire losses to Chicago were estimated 
at $100,000,000, of which amount only about 
$50,000,000 was made good by the insurance 
companies. The big eastern companies at 
that time discharged their obligations 
promptly and paid dollar for dollar, but the 
local companies made a poor showing. This 
was due partly, however, to the fact that the 
Ilitheig companies sustained heavy property 
losses in the fire. 

The number of bbildings consumed in the 
Chicago fre wae 17,450 and about 42,000 re- 
mained unharmed. The burned district coy- 
ered ah area of 2,124 adres, or 8% squate 
miles, It was estimated that 100,000 people 
were made homeless.

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WATER SUPPLY IS PLENTIFUL 


Six Million Gallons Now Reaching City 
Daily, 17,000,000 Gallons Cer- 
tain in a Few Days. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 22.—Experts of 
the Spring Valley Water company who have 
been engaged in making a thorough examin- 
ation of the mains and reservoirs of the sye 
tem have reported that the company has in 
ite reservoire enough water to supply the 
city at the regular rate of 88.000, 000 gallons 
ber day for a period of six hundred days. 

The only immediate problem is that of 
getting this supply into the city. Already 
pipes have been repaired in certain sections 
and a supply of 7,000,000 gallons per day 
is comin: in through Ocean View from Lake 
Merced. About 1,000,000 gallons dt this is 
being consumed daily by Ocean View and 
the other towns along the pipe Hues, but 
6,000,000 gallons daily is reaching and will 
continue to reach the elty proper. 

Within a few hours another supply of 
6,000,000 gallons daily will be poured into ti 
city from College Hills. This will furs 
nish water to the northern gestion of the 
city. Already water is being supplied te 
the Black Point and Pacific Heights districts 
and with an additional supply of 4000 000

Miss Edith Foschman and Miss Katherine 
Walsh, nurses at Mercy hospital, were se- 


verely burned yesterday afternoon: by the 


explosion of a sterilizing compound which 
they were using in preparing some surgical 
instruments for an operation. Miss Fosch- 
man died early last evening. 

The young women, who were to heve been 
graduated in the class of next month as 
trained nurses, were working ln the stertlis- 
ing room.

Evanston Woman with Clothing Ablaze 
Smothers Flames by Wrapping 
Herself in a Blanket.

THE ABOLITION OF NOISE. 

The last number of the Forum contains 
an account by Mrs. Ieaac L. Rice of New 
York City by her endeavors to suppress the 
unnecessary blowing of steamboat whis- 

tles in the waters about New York. She 
bas collected a mass of material from phy- 
siclans showing the injury done by un- 
necessary noise, especially by the blowing 
of loud whistles at night. The power of 
public sentiment thus aroused has done 
much to abate the nuisance, but nothing 
could be done legally, because the police and 
the board of health both denied jurisdiction 
over steamboats in United States waters, 

and the United States board of supervising 

‘Inspectors of steam vessels said there was 
no law by which a person on the river could 
be punished for annoying a person on the 
land. A bill has been introduced Into the 
house of representatives by a New York 
congressmen which may end the trouble. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
mischief reported from New York to result 
from unnecessary noise, especially at night, 

will be found in Chicago. Many of the 
hospitals in Chicago are near railroads, 
and at night sound travels to every part of 
the city from railroads and steamboats. 
Now that the season is approaching that 
windows are opened wide at night the noise 
is more noticéable than before. Another 
source of broken sleep is the fiendish shriek- 
ing of sirens and horns on automobiles 
which are driven at night at a speed not per- 
mitted by law and which try to avoid 
elaughter by constantly emitting wild 
alarms. It is likely that the sounding of 
gongs of electric cars could be diminished 
to one-third its present amount or eliminated 
Almost entirely by proper interest on the 
part of the compagfes and the motormen. 
In Chicago there is no question of juris- 
diction, such as complicates matters in New 
York. Steamboat owners have never 
claimed exemption from city ordinances in 
the matter of public nuisance, Thecity has 
a right to control the unnecessary noise of 
stearh and electric railways. There is no 
hindrance but an unwillingness on the part 
of the authorities to protect the health of the 
eltizens. The ordinance which forbids the 
use of steam whistles on peanut roasters 
is not enforced and that nuisance will soon 
be joined to the others. In New Tork, al- 
though no law could be found by the half 
hearted authorities which would fit the case, 
public sentiment has done away with about 
balf the unnecessary noise. In Chicago, 
where there is law enough, cannot public 
sentiment compel the enforcement of the 
law?. The treatment of the smoke ordinance 
does not lead to great hopes in this other 
Important matter, but the strength of public 


opinion is growing. The day may come 


when it may even lead to action. 


THE FIGHT AT SAN JACINTO, 


Jenkin Lloyd Jones, in a recent ad- 
Gress, complained of the women’s clube 
because they used razors to cut kindling 
wood.” His epigram has some truth in it, 
but there are exceptions, and a notable one 
be will find at San Jacinto, Cal., in one 
of the most remarkable small town elec- 
tions ever known. It was a straightout 
fight between the women and the saloon- 
keepers and the women cut their kindling 

wood with broadaxes. They won the elec- 
tion and when the last vote was counted 
they caused all the factory whistles to be 
blown. They put an offensive mayor out 
of a job and deposed a more offensive 
political boss. A solitary saloon candi- 
date was elected, and the women called 
upon his wife and made her promise to 
see that he behaved and then called upoa 
him with a similar demand. She prom- 
ised and her husband also promised and 
has behaved ever since. 

The women of San Jacinto simply took 
the reins in their hands at the start and 
did the driving. They went to the con- 
vention with their husbands and voted 
on the nominations. They selected for 
their leading candidate a reformed mem- 
ber of the old Missouri Quantrell ganz, 
who was not afraid of man or devil. 
Having made their nominations, they and 
their daughters solicited campaign funds 
and made a great success of it. He 
would have been a bold man who refused 
to contribute. 

When the campaign began there was 
but one paper in the town and that was 
a saloon advocate. The women started 
another and they made it so warm for 
that editor that he made personal threats 
against the female editorial staff. They 
simply dared him to carry them out and 
then called him perfectly awful names. 
They managed to secure the baseball club, 
the pride of San Jacinto, by their blan- 
@ishments. They gave suppers of home 
cooking where they would do the most 
good. On election day they did not go 
near the polls, but sent their husbands

THE USES OF AN ARMY. 
The panic and the misery at San Fran- 


had not been for the regulars. In the light 
of the splendid work they have done no one 
eaa say that a standing army may not be of 
inexpressible service to the country in times 
of peace. It has meant everything to San 
Francisco that a large body of disciplined 
soldiers, commanded by officers trained to 
deal with emergencies of all kinds, was on 
the ground, 

In the hour of terror and destruction the 
cool headed soldier came forward for the 
protection of the civilian, who gladly leaned 
upon the strong arm of federal military 
power. But for the army the fames would 
have ravaged the whole city. It the sol- 
diers had not been there prepared to enforce 
obedience to necessary orders with bullet 
or bayonet the people would have become 
a helpless maddened mob of fugitives. There 
would have been nobody to keep down the 
criminal and vicious elements that would 
have pilfered and pillaged if they had been 
given an opportunity. 

The army stopped looting by summary 
processes. It would not let extortionate 
prices be charged for food. It fed the starv- 
ing. It is providing shelter for the shelter- 
less. It is enforcing with an iron hand 
the sanitary measures which are essential 
for the prevention of epidemics. After con- 
ditions have improved, and the civil authori- 
ties are able to take charge of everything, 
the army will step quietly into the back- 
ground, Officers and soldiers wil] resume 
their customary monotonous duties, 

The day after the Chicago fire Mayor 
Mason intrusted “the preservation of the 
good order and peace of the city to Gen. 
Sheridan. He brought a few companies of 
regulars here. Their presence inspired a 
feeling of relief and reassurance. The peo- 
ple knew there would be no further danger 
of disturbance. Gov. Palmer protested 
against the dispatch of troops as an irregu- 
lar and improper proceeding. The people of 
Chicago did not. Neither the governor of 
California nor any citizen of San Fran- 
cisco will take exception to the activity of 
the army in that city. Possibly the law, 
which does not contemplate crises Hike that 
of last week, has been overstepped in some 
particulars by military authorities at San 
Francisco or at Washington. If so, it was 
rightly done, and all will applaud. The 
safety of the people is the supreme law. 

There are those who have said the army 
is of no use in days of peace, and that a 
corporal’s guard is large enough. Such 
remarks are less likely to be made hence- 
forth. The regular army has proved itself 
equal to any emergency. It confronts & 
wrecked city and a general conflagration 
with as much composure and resourceful- 
ness as it does an armed enemy, It is well 
for San Francisco that the efforts of some 
timorous congressmen to keep the regular 
army down to 25,000 men, so that “the 
liberties of the people might not be sub- 
verted, did not succeed. . 


THE ELECTRIC LOCOMOTIVE, 


The steam locomotive should be ban- 
ished from all large cities. It will be in 
the near future if the writer of the article 
on applied science in the last number 
of the Forum is not mistaken. He Says: 

For the present, electric traction will be used to 
radiate fanlike from the great centers within whose 
limits the steam locomotive soon will be forbidden 
to enter, although the traveling power house will 
continue yet for a time to serve for the long dis- 
tance through traffic, picking up the trains where 
the electric locomotives drop them, at points from 
thirty to fifty miles beyond the terminals. 

This is an innovation the people of 
Chicago would like to see at once. They 
know that is impossible, but they have a 
right to expect it in the near future. 
They hope the railroads will be sensible 
enough to make the change of their own 
motion. The roads which enter Chicago 
will be less inclined to usé electric loco- 
motives than they would be if they had to 
come in through tunnels, and thus had a 
potent reason for getting rid of the smoke 
and gases generated by coal burning en- 
gines, but the people of Chicago wish to 
get rid of those engines because of the 
smoke which fills the air the people have 
to. breathe. 

If coal burning locomotives were not 
allowed to enter the city limits there 
would be a sudden and pleasing change 
in the atmosphere. 
would be more than half solved. The 
great offender would have disappearéd 
and it would be easy to bring the lesser 
ones to terms. Electric locumotives will 
bring about a reform which smoke in- 
epectors and police court prosecutions never 
ean accomplish. 


THE GROWTH OF MOUNTAINS. 

More than one scientist, in attempting 
to actount for the earthquake in Califor 
nia, has declared that the mountains oat 
there are still growing, using the expres- 
sion with a cool nonchalance, just as if 
that were as ordinary and commonplace 
an event as the budding of a plant in the 
springtime or the upward shooting of a 
healthy boy. To the average individual, 
however, 
surprising one, the common notion being 
that, while there may have been great up- 
heayals in ages past, the surface of the 
earth is pretty well settied now, this be- 
lief being supported by the evidence of 
the senses—for who ever saw a mountain 
grow? " 

The trained geologist, on the other 
hand, points to undoubted records which 
nature has left in the mountains them- 
selves. From these he is able not only to 
tell just how the mountains were made 
but also to assert positively that the 
mountains have grown, have been worn 
down by erosion, and then, in some con- 
vulsion of the earth, have been upheaved 
again until a given chain may have ap- 


in the course of ages. In the Appala- 
chians, for example, the rocks which 
compose the mountains are stratified ma- 
rine sediment, such as sandstone, shale, 
and limestone, laid down to a great depth. 
Lateral pressure resulting from the cool- 
ing and consequent contraction of the 
highly heated interior of the earth caused 
the folding and elevation of the rocks, 
sometimes with breaks, technitally called 
faults, until they rose far above the level 
of the sea. Then the destructive agencies

He passes from disguise to die- 
guise and leaps from hot water into cold 
water, and finally manages to straighten out 
the tangle and return to his own hunting 
ground. The action legs a bit at times and 
the humor ie frequently forced. However, 
so pleasing is the music and so competent 
the company that the mediocrity of the book 
can be overlooked.

Before we set out to see the city let us re- 
view briefly the more important events in 
its troubled history. Once an Etruscan set- 
tlement, in the sixth century B. C. it was 
taken by the Celts. In the third and second 
centuries B. C., the Romans, widened their 
supremacy as far as the river Po, and made 
Cisalpine Gaul a province; which later gained 

from Cesar the rights,of citizenship. 
Though dull to read, perhaps, this is an im- 
portant fact to béar in mind, for Milan be- 
came a place of great importance in the Ro- 
man empire. Indeed, this part of northern 
Italy was the chief prop of the imperial 
power. In the fourth century A. D. Milan 
came to surpass Rome in strength, and in 
some respects in importance. It was the um- 


pertal residence, and the church which 8, 


Ambrogio founded succeeded in maintaining 
long its independence of the popes. 

.Milan’s conflict with Lombardy and with 
the Ghibellines concerns us less; the des- 
potism of the Visconti and Sforza princes 
forms a brilliant and interesting chapter 
which we will merely indicate before we pans 
on to speak of the Spanish rule of the Em- 
peror Charles V. and his son, Phillip II. 
Later the Austrians held the city, and then 
the French—the latter commencing an im- 
portant epoch which brought to an absolute 
end the place's medieval institutions. 

Furthermore, the fact that Napoleon 
caused himself to be crowned ‘king of Italy 
here, thus assuming his first title of royalty, 
meant a great awakening of Italian patri- 
otism, since it emphasized in the people's 
minds their right to a separate kingdom, 4 
realisation which made the later Austrian 
supremacy, which was restored in 1815, in- 
tolerable to them, and prepared them never 
to be satisfied until they became at last an 
integral part of Italy, under their own king.

Surplus Reserve Increased. 

Meanwhile the New York associated banks 
in the matter of movement of deposits and 
surplus reserve were not affected as to the 
former, while the latter continued te rise. 
The exoess on Feb. 6, 1964, was $21,842,700. 
On Feb. 12 it was $20,878,200, and on Feb. 27, 
$32,150,200. This surplus was not made 
through a decrease in deposits but an ac- 
eession of cash.

In the case of the Baltimore fire it was 
also expected there might be large liquida- 
tien of securities held by fire insurance oom- 
panies. While there may have Been some 
such liquidation, it did not prove to be suffi- 
ciently large to o¢casion special comment. 

In the cage of the San Francisco fire the 
toss indicated is estimated as double that 
of Baltimore. But it is accompanied by no 
such serious factors as a declaration of war 
between two foreign countries and a dan- 
gerous corner in ene ef the country’s most 
important cqmmodities. 

Belief in San Francisco. 

The banks of San Francisco stand to lose 
heavily on money loamed te San Francisco 

trons. But the insurance companies stand 
o pay, aecerding to present estimate, 110. 
000,000 in liquidation of policies. The banks 
of the country appear to be willing te aid 
the Pacific coast institutions to any extent 
that reasonable conservatism will warrant.
